Ma­ 
jo r Arm strong pointed out th at in­ 
dustry had devised systems for de­ 
ferm ent of necessary workers early 
in the w ar but that there was none 
for agriculture, and that he called 
the state farm leaders in and de­ 
vised the unit system here in Illi­ 
nois, which was subsequently adop­ 
ted over the whole country. 
A telegram was read from N a­ 
tional Director Hershey which gav e 
th e states the authority to discon­ 
tinue deferment on the unit system 
and to substitute 
the 
following 
plan: boards are to determine if 
workers are regularly engaged in 
agriculture and 
have experience 
and knowledge to perform agricul­ 
tural work and boai*ds taking reg­ 
istran ts 18 to 26 into service must 
ascertain if the farm ing operations 
will be m aterially changed or if 
replacem ents are available. Boards 
attending were requested to indi­ 
cate whether they would rather do 
away with the unit system or sub­ 
stitute the proposal offered by the 
national directive. 
The vote was 
unanimous to proceed on the unit 
system. The W ar Board and Farm 
Advisory Committees were asked 
th e same question and their vote 
was unanimous. 
M ajor 
A rm strong 
then stated 
th at in fifteen meetings attended 
by all the counties of the state 
there had been one vote against 
retaining the unit system and that 
in his opinion boards should pro­ 
ceed on this basis. 
Should Use Other 
System, Too 
“ It is our opinion/’ states Farm 
Adviser C. A. Hughes “that boards 
will also apply the directives from 
W ashington in that all question­ 
naires will he scrutinized very care­ 
fully and reg istran ts who are not 
delivering their full share of units 
will be subject to induction. 
We 
believe th at a board has the right, 
and has always had the obligation, 
to make an induction when a regis­ 
tra n t has not delivered his full 
share of labor and effort toward 
earning his units for deferment.

F irst of a series to be held this 
year at state colleges in every ma­ 
jor region of the United States, the 
Illinois conference was under the 
joint sponsorship of the College of 
Agriculture of the University of 
Illinois, the Illinois M anufacturers’ 
Association, the Committee on Co­ 
operation with Agriculture of the 
National Association of Manufac­ 
turers, and the National Industrial 
Information Committee. 
In the opening session, Dr. H. C. 
M. Case, of the University of Illi­ 
nois, 
and 
E. C. Heidrich, Jr., 
president of the 
Peoria 
Cordage 
Company, Peoria, 
spoke on 
the 
subject, “Current Problems Facing 
Agriculture and Business.” Then 
they led a spirited discussion of 
these problems, in which farm ers 
and businessmen asked each other 
frank questions and received frank 
answers. 
Dr. A. C. Willard, president of 
the University, and Howard Leon­ 
ard, Illinois State Director of Ag­ 
riculture, extended greetings to the 
conferees at the dinner meeting. 
There the subject was “Postwar 
Problems Facing Agriculture and 
Business,” and Dean H. P. Rusk, 
of the College of Agriculture and 
directory of the University A gri­ 
cultural Experiment Station and 
Extension Service, spoke for agri­ 
culture and W arren W. Shoemaker, 
vice-president of Armour and Co., 
Chicago, and member of the N.A.M. 
Committee on Cooperation with 
Agriculture, spoke for business. 
The second day of the conference 
was 
devoted 
to 
discussions 
on 
“W hat can Agriculture and Busi­ 
ness Contribute to a Better Ameri­ 
ca A fter the W ar?” These were 
led by E. D. Lawrence, farm er of 
Bloomington, Illinois; J. W. Coxon, 
agricultural engineer of the Port­ 
able Elevator M anufacturing Com­ 


ment on many of the principal pol­ 
icies necessary to postwar pros­ 
perity. 
Summary 


No resolutions were offered for 
adoption. But at the conclusion of 
the conference, Dr. Case presented 
a summary of ideas which had been 
presented. Included were these: 
1. 
Agriculture 
must 
be kept 
prosperous and out of serious debt 
in order to be a good postwar buy­ 
er of industrial products. 
2. 
Industry 
and 
agriculture 
need to create reserves for restor­ 
ing or reconverting their respec­ 
tive plants for postwar production. 
3. 
Some companies face post­ 
war reconversion difficulties be­ 
cause federal tax policies prevent 
accumulation of adequate reserves. 
4. 
With 70 percent of manufac­ 
tured products now involved in war 
contracts, there is need for estab­ 
lishing procedures for handling the 
term ination of w ar contracts with­ 
out impeding return 
to 
civilian 
production. 
5. 
Full employment in the post­ 
war period should be defined (I) to 
perm it mothers to give their time 
to homemaking and child care; (2) 
to provide for the completion of 
the education of the 
youth 
who 
quit school because of war condi­ 
tions and (3) to provide for re­ 
tirem ent of over-age workers. How­ 
ever, full employment in the sense 
of providing employment to those 
who should be employed is essen­ 
tial to a prosperous agriculture and 
a prosperous industry. 
0. 
There is a pronounced differ­ 
ence between an internal and an 
external debt. 
With an 
internal 
debt the money is merely shifted 
about within the country, while in 
the case of an external debt goods 
and services must be exported in 
order to meet interest and principal 
payments. However, with a huge 
debt the soundness of the federal 
government is dependent 
upon a

L j ofii Kossak is one of Poland's most distinguished novelists. 
She is said on good authority to have been a leading candidate for the 
Nobel prize in literature before the outbreak of the present war. She 
is reported to be still living in war-ravaged 
Poland, but no one knows for sure for no 
word has been heard from her for several 
years. 
Mme. Kossak’s first book to be trans­ 
lated into English is "Blessed Are The 
Meek,** 
which 
the 
Book-of-the-Month 
Club has selected for April. "Blessed Are 
The Meek** is a historical novel about the 
life and age of St. Francis of Assisi. 
In this novel is one of the greatest 
mass stories of history, the second Chil­ 
dren’s Crusade. The faith that seemed to 
have left the kings and the nobles was 
still alive among the common people and 
especially the children. When Pope Innocent III failed to move the 
cynical 
and materialistic followers to seek again a religibus goal, the 
children shamed their elders by trooping toward the Holy Land. But 
they were deceived by false leaders. Of all the children who set out 
from Venice on their idealistic mission, those who were not drowned 
were sold into slavery. 
But the book really belongs to St. Francis, who is in Italy with his 
poor brethren when the story begins. A simple man who really believed 
in the virtues of poverty and love, he be­ 
comes the symbol, even to the Pope, of 
what Christianity actually means. The ac­ 
count of his visit to the Sultan in Egypt 
which resulted in the freeing of a captured 
Christian army, a true historical incident 
which has always seemed inexplicable, is 
one of the most convincing scenes of the 
book.

This novel is published by Roy, formerly one of the most brilliant 
publishing houses in Poland. W ith the German invasion, they were 
bombed and pillaged out of existence, their entire stock of two m il­ 
lion books stolen by the Nazis. The publishers themselves barely escaped 
w ith their lives. They came to the New W orld to begin over again— 
with notable success, to judge from "Blessed Are The Meek,” which 
is almost certain to be a best seller as well as a Book-of-the-M onth 
Club selection.

Expand output 
to build jobs, 
Hoifman urges 


Creating nine to 12 million more 
jobs than were available in 1940, 
the last peacetime year, and in­ 
creasing the gross output of goods 
and services in the United States 
30 to 50 per cent are postw ar goals 
of the Committee for Economic De­ 
velopment, Paul G. Hoffman, chair­ 
man of the board of trustees, as­ 
serted at Farm and Home Week on 
the University of Illinois campus. 


Forty-six million persons were 
gainfully employed in this country 
in 1940, less than 600,000 in the 
armed forces, and it was estimated 
at that time six to nine million 
competent workers were unemploy­ 
ed. As of July I, 1943, GI million, 
including 9 million in the armed 
forces, were in the nation’s work­ 
ing fighting force. Between those 
extremes, possibly 55 to 58 million, 
should be the postwar level of em­ 
ployment, Hoffman said, not the 
smug promise of 
“full 
employ­ 
ment” but rather “striving for a 
new' high level of peacetime em­ 
ployment.” 


M ajor expansion 
in output of 
goods and services is essential to 
the building of more jobs, he de­ 
clared. 


“If we are to have jobs of the 
right kind for those 55 to 58 mil­ 
lion persons after the war, that 
output will have to be increased 30 
to 50 percent or, using the 1940 
dollar, 29 to 49 billion dollars. And 
there will not be much time to 
achieve this increase, perhaps two 
years after final victory being the 
limit. A three to five percent in­ 
crease in productivity in a normal 
period is considered saisfactory.” 
Two conditions necessary to a t­ 
tainm ent of these goals, and the 
C.E.D. believes they can be a t­ 
tained, are (I) both plans with 
bold action by individual employ­ 
ers and (2) policies of government, 
business, labor and agriculture that 
promote rather than restrict pro­ 
duction. 
Technological advancement will 
be vital to creating the additional 
jobs, he declared. Quoting from a 
recent report by the National Bu­ 
reau of Economic Research, he said 
that industries with large increases 
in both employment ana output be­ 
tween 1899 and 1939 were, in gen 
eral, those in which exceptionally 
large declines occurred in employ­ 
ment per unit of product, th at is, 
where more machinery was used 
and man labor represented less of 
the total cost of an individual unit.

Plant trees now 
tor cash income 
erosion control 


It is not too late to oraer trees 
for forest planting this spring and 
the state nurseries stiil have a good 
supply of several kinds of trees, 
according to J. E. Davis, extension 
forester of the University of Illi­ 
nois College of A griculture and the 
State N atural History Survey. 
“The most plentiful trees are red 
pine and white pine transplants, 
and shortleaf pine seedlings. 
Red 
pine and white pine are well adapt­ 
ed for planting on idle land in the 
northern half of Illinois, but short­ 
leaf pine should be used only in 
the southern third of the state,” 
Davis said. Other species of which 
limited quantities are still available 
are black locust, white oak, bald 
cypress, jack pine, loblolly pine, 
and western yellow pine. These 
trees sell at five dollars per thous­ 
and for seedlings and ten dollars 
for transplants, the buyer paying 
the shipping charges. 
Davis urges owners of idle land 
who have given up tree planting 
work because of labor shortages to 
keep on planting a few7 trees each 
year if only one or two thousand. 
He points out th at soil erosion 
goes on regardless 
of 
economic 
conditions and the sooner trees are 
planted, the sooner erosion will be 
stopped and idle land made pro­ 
ductive. State tree price lists and 
order blanks may be obtained from 
any' county farm adviser’s office or 
from the extension forester, U r­ 
bana, Illinois.

Farm ers in Cook county who are 
eligible for a February dairy feed 
payment are asked to submit their 
evidence and make application for 
this payment as soon as possible. 
Mr. Carl Bormet, member of the 
county AAA committee in charge 
of the Dairy Feed Program , said 
today that although the deadline

“The rate of pay for February 
production and sales is different 
from the rate of pay for March and 
April,” Mr. Bormet explained, “and 
for that reason, the county AAA 
office is making February’s pay­ 
ment separately. 
It will help con­ 
siderably if we can get most of 
February’s bookkeeping out of the 
way before we begin on March and 
April payments.”

Urge farmers to 
inoculate soybean 
seed for yields 


Cook County farm ers were urged 
today by Carl M. Bormet, chairman 
of Cook County Agricultural Con­ 
servation Committee, to make sure 
th at soybean 
seed 
planted 
this 
spring is properly inoculated, es­ 
pecially on land th at has not re­ 
peatedly grow n the crop. 
“ Inoculation is cheap and is a 
simple operation, and is one that 
usually pays good dividends in in­ 
creased production and 
in 
main­ 
taining soil fertility,” said Mr. Bor­ 
met. “Yet it is one that may be 
pushed aside in the rush of farm 
w’ork this spring. The nitrogen- 
fixing bacteria which inhabit the 
soybean root system must be in­ 
troduced from outside sources if 
the crop is to be grown on new 
land. Even on land which has re­ 
peatedly grown the crop it is re­ 
garded by experienced growers as 
cheap crop insurance. 
“Any practice which 
will 
in­ 
crease soybean yield even a small 
amount, is more than ordinarily 
im portant this year, since the al­ 
lied war effort is depending on the 
American soybean crop to main­ 
tain the vitally im portant stock­ 
pile of vegetable oils and proteins. 
Inoculation is a practice which will 
make a decided increase in the 
average yield. 
“Inoculation by either commer­ 
cial inocularts or by the use of 
properly inoculated soil can be ef­ 
fective, but the commercial jnocu- 
Ipnts are more readily used.’’_____ 


Farm roundup 


As an afterm ath of the collapse 
in egg prices, the government has 
taken steps to further strengthen 
and support the egg market. The 
government all along has been buy­ 
ing higher quality graded eggs in 
carload lots and selling them to egg 
driers and other outlets. It has not 
been buying farm run or current 
receipts and did not control the 
prices paid to farm ers by local 
buyers. 
The W ar Food 
Administration 
has asked all driers to buy eggs at 
no less than $9.00 for a 30-dozen 
case to be delivered at the plant, 
to return the cases, and to report 
weekly. It also will designate egg 
companies in various parts of the 
country as agents to buy directly 
from the farm er at no less than 
26 cents. It is hoped th at farm ers 
will not become too discouraged 
with the poultry business and that 
laying flocks will be reduced not 
more than 4 or 5 percent. 
Wheat 
A private crop estim ate issued 
Tuesday played winter wheat pro­ 
duction for 1944 at 
588 
million 
bushels. That is substantially high­ 
er than the 1943 harvest of ap­ 
proximately 530 million bushels. 
Acreage abandonment according to 
this report is not expected to ex­ 
ceed lo percent, with the greatest 
losses in the soft wheat producing 
states of Ohio, Indiana, and Illi­ 
nois. 
Corn 
The Office of Price Adm inistra­ 
tion announced Tuesday th at it is 
not contemplating any increase in 
the ceiling price for corn during 
the crop year ending next October. 
Chester Bowles, OPA adm inistra­ 
tor, announced, “There is no eco­ 
nomic justification for increasing 
feed prices in view af the present 
relationship between 
feed 
prices 
and livestock product prices.” 
The tightness of the corn m ar­ 
ket is indicated by the increase to 
GO percent of corn receipts by lo­ 
cal and term inal elevators in the 
surplus corn areas th at they are 
required to set aside for sale to 
processors or the government. 
Oats 
At a special meeting Tuesday, 
the Chicago Board of Trade ruled 
that beginning Wednesday, April 
5, no new' future contracts in May 
oats and barley for 1944 delivery 
may be made. This action is a re­ 
flection of the tight' cash grain 
markets. 
According to a new' rule, indi­ 
viduals may now' accept delivery 
of protein meal 
in 
an 
amount 
w'nich, together with inventories, 
does not exceed the quantity need­ 
ed for GO days. The form er ruling 
limited the inventory to a 30 day 
supply. 
Hogs 
Hog receipts continue at a high 
level, and large packers continue 
to receive large numbers shipped 
direct. To this depressing effect 
was added a rumor to the effect 
that lend-lease buying might be 
cut. 
No official 
statem ent 
w'as 
made to that effect but purchases 
were reduced last year after the 
big run on hogs was over in order 
to make more pork available to 
consumers. 
Cattle statistics for March indi­ 
cate a very large drop in feeder 
and stocker steers sold at 4 m ar­ 
kets, large increase in calf re­ 
ceipts at 
12 markets and little 
change in the receipts of cattie at 
12 m arkets compared with March 
1943.

„ "Blind, Flying” 
M 


/ Instrument flying has become'soT1 
generally accepted throughout the 
aeronautical world that those who 
use it no longer question its reli­ 
ability, This depends upon the 
knowledge of the operator, but 
there is nothing in the operation 
of the various control devices that 
cannot be mastered in a relatively 
short time. No term is quite .so 
misleading as “Blind Flying.” L 
As -Instrument flying actually 
functions, the pilot often has a 
much more accurate knowledge of 
his location when on instruments 
than when he is in visual contact 
with the ground. Consequently, the 
results are just opposite of “blind.” 
The difficult technical side of in­ 
strument flying is taken care of on 
a radio directive device which is 
used to transmit an electrical sig­ 
nal in certain areas and the work 
of the pilot is only to pick up the 
signal and recognize it. From his 
ability to recognize the signal he 
knows his exact position. Experi­ 
ments have been made repeatedly 
whereby planes are brought in and 
landed with the pilot under cover, 
and he never sees the ground until 
the landing operation has taken 
place. 
The rapid development of the 
radio and electrical industry gener­ 
ally have made this type of Hying 
safe and desirable. They have con­ 
tributed materially to the advance­ 
ment of aviation both in commer­ 
cial and private flying. 
Many of 
the developments have been ap­ 
plied and developed during the 
present period of hostilities.

Glenn 
Cunningham 
trained 
his 
fire- 
scarred legs to run the fastest 
mile traveled by any human being 
of his day.” 
“Effort and Victory. There are 
certain truths that you must kfiow 
and keep secure in your mfnd, 
heart and soul. To become sturdy 
and enduring you must learn to 
endure hardness. You must prac­ 
tice effort, struggle, strain and 
stress and endure fatigue. 
There, 
is no other way. Unearned ease is 
the enemy of strength. 
Nothing 
comes out of nothing. Power oft­ 
en is bred by pain. Victories are 
never given away; they must be 
won. 
The best man, the best . na­ 
tion, wins. 
The only way to vic­ 
tory is the hard way. It is the 
American way. Our forefathers 
learned this. There is no easy way, 
though many there be who seek it, 
to their own destruction.” 
This statement by Dr. Crampton 
applies to a great degree to our 
high school athletics, since in "all 
sports boys are competing against 
boys on a physical basis. It may 
do a lot of good to carefully con­ 
sider* what the doctor has to say.

Cigarettes are sent them from Ger­ 
many, but they aren’t as good as 
ours. 
Most of their work here is 
fixing shoes and vehicles. 
“Many of the non-coms speak 
very good English. 
You just tell 
the interpreter what there is to be 
done and he, in turn, 
tells the 
others. One thing I like to hear is 
their bugler. 
They have different 
calls for quarters and taps. 
Then 
he tops it off with some kind of 
song. 
One night he played “Good 
Night, Sweetheart.” 
“Most of the I’Ws whistle to and 
from work, with many of the tunes 
the latest song hits. Some of them 
have been in this country before the 
war, and went back to Germany, 
only to be drafted in the army. 
‘ We’ve had a lot of rain lately, 
though \fe do have sun now and 
then. 
Some of the boys have a 
pretty good suntan. 
But when it 
does rain here, it pours. 
“Whenever off duty 
comes we 
usually go to a show or PX, of 
which their are several around. The

Home on furlough for ten days i i 
from Camp Stewart, Georgia, i s ’ 
Emmett Doyle of A r l i n g t o n 
Heights. 
Emmett 
arrived 
home 
last week Thursday and is sched­ 
uled to return to camp next Mon­ 
day# 
Emmett is an MP at Camp Stew­ 
art, and likes his work. He just re­ 
cently completed 
a 
three 
week 
FBI fingerprint course. “We use 
fingerprints plenty in our game,” 
said Emmett, “Much of our work 
is picking up draft evaders and 
men who are AWOL. Sometimes, 
too, we have to solve a crime com­ 
mitted by a soldier in which finger­ 
prints play a major part. 
“We never know whether or not 
we are going to he shipped out, 
though 
I 
have 
spent 
thirteen 
months at Stewart. There are al­ 
ways rumors floating around that 
certain groups are to be sent out, 
but 
most of these rumors are 
false. I have traveled quite a bit 
within a 500 mile radius of the 
camp nicking up evaders, AWOLS, 
etc. 
Practically all prisoners who 
well-behaved, with just a few who 
get tough. 
“We have two prisoners of war 
camps at Stewart. Three-fourths 
of the prisoners are Italian, the 
rest German. The Germans are all 
physically fit men who are quite 
mechanically-minded. Many of the 
men work on vehicle maintenance 
at the camp. 
They get paid 
80 
cents'a day for this work. Normal J 
pay for just sitting around is 20 
cents. Prisoners also get a 15 cent 
PX check each day, that they can 
spend any way they see fit. Also, 
the 80 cents, if they work, is with­ 
held until the war is over and they 
are released, when 
the 
accumu­ 
lated sum will be given them. 
“There are practically 
no 
a t­ 
tempts to escape, though once in 
a while someone gets ‘stir crazy.’ 
We aren’t allowed to talk to the 
prisoners but they do seem to have 
a good time in POW camp. They 
seem relieved to be out of the war, 
and know they’ll never get back in. 
“Some of our work concerns 
trouble between soldiers and civil­ 
ians. We usually get called in on 
the tailend of things, and have to 
settle the matter in a hurry, with­ 
out stirring up too much hard feel­ 
ing among either group. Civilians 
down south have been known to 
attack soldiers as a result of a 
minor disturbance, so 
our 
work 
potects the soldier 
as 
well 
as 
maintaining order.”
